NEW TOBK, Jan. 2 7 . — T h e New York 
Central abandoned all trains on the 
Hudson River division at 6 o'clock last 
night, on account of the snow blockade. 
The wind blew at the rate of sixty miles 
an hour and swept the snow across the 
tracks as fast as it was cleared away by 
the laborers. 
Three passenger trains 
are stalled in the snow between Albany 
and New York, and fully a score of 
freight trains.

From 
4 o'clock yesterday morning till 9 o'clock 
last night no trains passed through here.

CHICAGO, Jan. 27.—The Tammuny 
leader, Joseph O'Donahue, is here and 
talked freely. 
Regarding the reports 
that Tammany had weakened by the 
death of John Kelly he said the orgaui- 
z ilion was never in better or stronger 
condition. 
When asked it the labor 
people 
in 
New 
York 
would vote 
the 
democratic ticket 
soiidly, 
Mr. 
O'Ponahue said: 


"We will get back the vote we loat 
and hold the respectable voters we 
gained. 
The laborers of New York hre 
tired of Henry George." 


"Do you think Cleveland could be re- 
elected?" 


"Yes, if he is nominated. 
Any demo- 
crat can be elected. 
I think Cleveland 
can carry New York." 


Mr. O'Donahue 
didn't know who 
would Ket the New York delegation in 
tbe national convention. 
It might be 
Cleveland, or Hill, or Hewitt. 
The lut- 
ter's ourspoken criticisms of the Jal)or 
leaders had done him good. 
Hill, bow- 
ever, had done more than any other iu 
an 
to place New York in the dtrmocratic 
line. 


Mr. O'Donahue further said he under- 
stood that Cleveland intended to get 
along without New York, as he wouid 
carry Wisconsin and probably Michigan. 
Cleveland might get back a portiun of 
the Irish vote, while the "mugwumps" 
would stick to him. 


FiVe Tears for Stealingr $100,000. 
CLEVBLAND, Ohio, Jan. 27.—Isaac N. 
Stanley, who, as paying teller of the 
National bank of commerce, embezzitd 
3100,000 of the bank's fuiids in 1886, 
and lost the money in wheat specuiii- 
tions, was to-day sentenced to five years 
in the Ohio penitentiary, by Judgt Wd- 
ktr, of the United States district court. 
Stanley's case was most stubbornly C(;n- 
tested, but when it finally came to trial 
the prisoner made a clean breast of his 
crime. 


A Faneral Accident. 


BPBINQFIBLD, Ohio, Jan. 27.—While 
the faneral of Benjamin Mnnday was. in 
progress the spirted team of hearse 
horses ran away, and. colliding with a 
lamp post, broke it off short and over- 
turned the bearee. The remains were 
tossed about within the hearse, bat the 
oofiin was not damaged. 


NEW YOBK, Jan. 27.—An Albany spe- 
cial says: The democratic state com- 
mittee failed to make a choice of a man 
to represent New York in the democratic 
committee after thirty ballots. 
They 
adjourned at midnight without a d;iy.* 
The vote was 17 for Rosewell Flower 
and 17 for Wm. J. Mowry on each I mi- 
lot. 
This leaves the state without a 
representative on the national commit- 
tee. 
It was a square up and down tif^ht 
between the friends of the president and 
the friends of Governor Hill, and neither 
won.

PHIIIADELPHIA, Jan. 27.—"I am not a 
candidate, and neither would I accept 
the nomination for president," 
said 
George W.Childs, of the Public 
Ledger, 
when questioned in reference to the 
published statement that Mr. Jamts 
McManes would go to the repnbliciin 
national convention and there work and 
vote for Mr. Child's nomination. 
"I 
have had no conversation with Mr. Mc- 
Manes upon the subject, and in no way 
directly or indirectly, have I given any 
countenance to the subject. 
I do not 
wsnt the nomination, and I would not 
accept it if it were tendered me. 
I do 
not consider the offi(fl0would suit me, 
and I feel that I would not suit the 
office. At the same time it would not 
be proper for me to rudely refuse some- 
Uiing that has not been offered to mo, 
fully appreciate the kindness of the 
gentlemen who are mentioning my name 
in conncstion with the nomination. 
It 
is an honor and I so esteem it. 
But it ia 
manifest that I should make myself un- 
derstood. 
I have enough to do and my 
business is congenial to me. 
In no 
sense am I a candidate. 
I don't want 
the nomination, and were it tendered me 
would not accept it. 
I have all I want 
to attend to now. 
My business takes ail 
my time and under no circumstanct s 
cou'd I be induced to accept the office." 


Snfferiog Sailors. 
laiiiADELPHiA, Jan. 27.—The follow- 
ing statement was mr.de by the two sur- 
vivoi3 of the Amexicau ship, Alfred 
Watts, from Philadelphia for Hiogo, 
previously repoited 
wrecked, to tLo 
mate of the bark Lizzie Perry, which 
ve:-sel rescued the survivoii on Nov. 20: 
At the time of the disaster CApLu.i 
Johnson and young Oakford staiied to 
swim to one of the ship's boais. 
The 
captain sank, but the young man reaciied 
a portion of the ship house which wu3 
floating not far distant. 
On this, \Sith 
four other euifivoia of the crew, he re- 
mained for a day and a night when, be- 
coming delirious and imegining he saw 
land and people near at hand, he threw 
himself into the sea and wes sean no 
more. 
Two of the remaining survivurs 
were also drowned in an attempt to 
reach the wreck of the Watts. 
After 
several days the two remaining men did 
succeed in paddling their raft back to 
the wreck, where they lived until taken 
ofi by the Perry."

fendant believed that the two he i been 
divorced when she and Graham were 
married.

State's Attorney Patterson is far le:3 
sanguine of the conviction of Cora Lee 
than he was some days ago.

The City Makes an Open and Honest Con- 
fession. 


The mandamus

A Seientist Compares tlie Mental Caliber 
. of the Two Sexes—Hozley's Tables. 
Let ns compare the mental caliber of 
the two sexes. The first argnment alwaya 
brought out by the medical profession is 
the a priori ojje derived from brain weight, 
woman's brain weighs lesn than a 
's brain; therefore, it is ai^nied, she 
be inferior to him In mentirt power. 
Che first place, however, it is yet l^y no 
.ns certain that a large brain re su- 
ior to all smaller brains. 
Brain power 
inds, authorities tell ns, first, upon 
.lity. secondly, npon activity; thirdly, 
tTi size. 
The man who possessed the 
heavfisst brain yet weighed was an Amer- 
ican bl^ksmith, who does not seem to 
have been otherwise remarkable, even for 
the excel!^ce of his Iron work. 


However, admitting that if the quality 
4nd activity be equal, a large brain is su- 
perior to a small one, it is still uncertain 
whether or not women possess smaller 
brains than men in proportion to their 
size. 
When we consider how much of the 
brain is occupied in controlling muscular 
movements, it is obvious that the larger 
animal needs the larger brain to exert the 
same mental power than the smaller ani- 
mal. 
How much less, if any, the female 
brain weighs in proportion to size has 
never yet been calculated. 
Even the 
average weight of the female brain itself 
Is not exactly known, as every experi- 
menter gives a different result. 
Par- 
chappe estimates that the proportion of 
the female to the male brain is 909 to 
1,000. 
Surely the difference of stature 
would allow a difference of weight greater 
than this? Other inquiries give different 
figures. 


One of the best known tables is that 
quoted by Professor Huxley in his "Man's 
Place in Nature," where the result seems 
adverse to feminine pretentions. 
Allow- 
ance must, however, be made for the fol- 
lowing considerations. 
In the case of men 
a large number of bri'^ns were weighed, 
among which were included the br. jns of 
many telebrated men specially collected 
for this object. The women's brains were 
much fewer in number, taken from the 
lowest source, and did not include the 
brain of one woman of distinction. 
A 
comparison of such material is obviously 
unfair. 
Yet among the female brains the 
heaviest brain known to science up to that 
time was discovered. 
It weighed several 
grammes more than the brain of Cuvier. 
Since that time, however, though great 
pains have been taken to ascertain the 
brain weight of celebrated men, not one 
record exists of the brain weight of famous 
women. 
The brain of George Eliot was 
specially remarkable. 
The following pas- 
sage occurs in her life: "Mr. Bray, the 
enthusiastic believer in phrenology, was 


BO much struck with the grand proportions 
of her head that he took Marian Evans up 
to London to have a cast taken. 
He 
thinks that, after that of Napoleon, her 
head showed the largest development, 
from brow to ear, of any |)erson's re- 
corded."—The Woman's World.

The critic and historian who is yet to 
write the story of art in Japan, from pre- 
historic time to his twentieth year of 
Meiji (civilization in enlightened peace),

ing fan, modeled on a bat's wing, the arts 
of lacquering, sword making, cloisonne 
on porcelaine, and some of the methods of 
decorating faience are of native origin; 
but of bronze casting and the secrets of 
alloy, niello and n'etallic work, tell tale 
phUoiogy often betrays a Corean, Chi- 
nese, Persian or Indian origin. 
Bronze 
is "Chinese metal," and some of the 
names of tools and processes, as I learned 
them in the shops, are but mispronounced 
Corean. 
Beni or Benigari (rouge) seems 
to point to Bengal, just as briki for 
"blick," is only the Dutch word for tin in 
the mouth of the man who eschews the 
letter 1. The shapes and models of old 
temple ornaments and flower vases point 
unmistakably to Persian origin, even as 
the native annals report Japanese embas- 
sies meeting those from Persia at the 
court of the Middle Kingdom. 
Braziers, 
incense holders, water tanks, standing 
lanterns, memorial tablets and tomb doors 
give abundance of opportunity to the 
bronzist to show his skill in handling 
masses of met^l. 
The image of Great 
Buddha at Nara, Kamakura, and else- 
where show what Cellinis of Japan can 
achieve in colossal works of art.—William 
Elliot Griifis in Scribner's Magazine.

THE KISS OF DEATH. 


fltranc» Snperstitioa of Monterey Dfexl« 
can»—Tbe Specter of the GrsTs.

One morning after breakfast the 


< writer expressed a wish to stroll into 
the ancient graveyard attached to the 
old adobe church of the quaint little 
, Mexican town of San Jtian. 
The old 


_ padre, with the kindness and courtesy 
' characteristic of the simple missionary 
; fathers, at once acceded and accom- 
panied the w. iter, relating as we walked 
among the graves the briei history of 
some who lay quietly beneath. "Here," 
he observed, 
with a quiet smile, as he 
pointed to a grave in the middle of the 
cemetery, "here is a grave which the 
simple old Mexican families around 
here look upon with unusual interest, if 
not with actual awe. " 


"A murder ?" 
"No, no ! Something much stranger I 
I have tried to combat the idea, and 
while I would be addressing the peo- 
ple they would say 'Si, si, padre.' 
They would assent to all I said, but the 
belief remained, and does remain indel- 
ible. 


"A spirit, " he began, "is said to have 
appeared to every one buried in that 
grave, and to warn tho family when- 
ever any of them is about to pass away. 


"It's app ^arance, which is generally 
made in the following manner, is be- 
lieved to be uniformly fatal, being an 
omen of death to those wKo are so 
imhappy as to meet Avith it. 


"When a funeral takes place 
the 
spirit is said to watch the person who 
remains last in the graveyard, over 
whom it possesses a fascinating influ- 
ence. 


"If the person be a young man the 
spirit takes the shape of a fascinating 
female, inspires him with a charmed 
passion, and exacts a promise that he 
will meet her at tho graveyard a month 
from that day. 
This ¡promise is sealed 
with a kiss, that communicates a deadly 
taint, to him who complies. 


"The spirit 
then disappears. 
No 
sooner does tho person from whom it 
received tiie promise and the kiss pass- 
the boundary of the churchyard than 
he remembers the history of tho spec- 
ter.

Surely the difference of stature 


would allow a difference of weight greater 
than this? Other inquiries give different 
figures.

I'lace In Nature," where the rt*clt seems 
adverse u> feminine pretentious. Allow- 
ance must, however, be made for tlie fol- 
lowing considerations. In thecaseof men 
• large number of brains were weighed, 
among which were Included the brains of 
many celebrated men specially collected 
for this object The women's brains were 
much fewer In number, taken from the 
lowest source, and did not Include tbe 
brain of one woman of distinction. A 
comparison of such material la obviously 
unfair. 
Yet among the female brains the 


heaviest brain known to science up to that 
time was discovered. It weighed several 
grammes more than tbe brain of Cuvler. 
Since that time, however, though great 
paina hare been taken to ascertain tbe 
brain weight of celebrated men. sot one 
record exints of the brain weight of famous 
women. The brain of George Kliot was 
specially remarkable. The following pas- 
sage occnrs In her life: "Mr. liray, the 
enthusiastic believer In phrenology, was 
•o ranch Ftrtick with the grand proportions 
of her head that he took Marian Evans np 
to Ixmdon to have a cast taken. 
He 


thinks that, after that of Napoleon, her 
heed showed the largest development, 
from brow to ear, of any person's re- 
corded."—The Woman's World.
